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Stampede winners stripped of grand champ title

A series of strange events both preceded and fol¬ 
lowed the victory of two men who won the Grand 
Champion UFA Steer Classic competition at the 
Calgary Stampede, only to be stripped of the title two 
weeks later due to the steer’s blood testing positive 
for unspecified pharmaceuticals. 

Since the disqualification, Royden Anderson of 
Didsbury says the blood samples were destroyed 
before they could be independently tested, which he 
and Riley Chalack - of Carstairs - requested upon 
disqualification. 

The pair did a joint entry with Chalack’s steer, and 
shortly before the competition, the steer was having 
some problems walking due to inflammation from a 
previous injury, says Anderson. 

He notes Chalack asked official Stampede vet¬ 
erinarian Ryan Wennekamp if he could administer 
Anafen, a non-steroidal, anti-inflammatory analgesic 
for livestock, but Wennekamp suggested the com¬ 
petitors give their steer Banamine instead. 

Anderson said that was the only pharmaceutical 
that the steer received, and the only one that could 


have shown up on a blood test. 

Banamine is a non-steroidal, anti-inflammatory and 
anti pyretic drug, except that it stays in an animal's 
system for 96 hours rather than a day, according to 
veterinarian and Merck representative Roy Lewis, 
who works out of Westlock. 

As Banamine is a Merck product he knows it well, 
and explained though an animal could feel better, 
and possibly perform better with Banamine, it isn’t 
meant to be, or used as a performance enhancer. 

“It’s insignificant,” said Lewis. “It’s not like it’s 
given for months to bring up the weight or muscle 
mass , it isn’t set up that way. Indirectly? Maybe, but 
very indirectly. 

“You could argue both sides, but really, for all 
intents and purposes, it’s not a performance enhanc¬ 
ing drug." 

Anderson said that when people hear that the 
steer was disqualified for drugs, they assume it was 
steroids or a high-performance drug, which is not 
the case. 

“Banamine is the equivalent to giving a person 
Aspirin,” said Anderson. “It just takes away the pain, 
which could make the steer walk better." 

When the steer was having its blood drawn, 


Anderson said he repeatedly asked the veterinarian 
if he remembered giving permission for the use of 
Banamine. 

“I kept asking, like four times, and they kept look¬ 
ing at me weird because they had already answered 
yes, but I wanted to make sure they remembered 
(that moment)," he adds. 

The kicker is that the blood was being drawn in 
the presence of Logan Chalack-the reserve grand 
champion at the time and now grand champion - 
and others. Chalack, who won the title of reserve 
grand champion before the disqualification, and who 
is now the grand champion, said he witnessed this 
when officials were getting the steer ready to have 
its blood taken. 

“(Anderson said) the steer had had Banamine, and 
the vet said that was OK,” says Logan Chalack. 

“(The vet) said there were no problems with it, 
because Banamine is a 96-hour withdrawal period 
and the steer wouldn’t have been killed for two 
weeks." 

He notes he didn’t think Banamine should have dis¬ 
qualified the steer, simply because the vet said it was 
OK for the steer to have been given the Banamine.

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Main street strip mall nears completion

The Cayenne Holdings Ltd. strip mall on 20th 
Street between AG Foods and the Mountain View 
Credit Union is expected to be completed near the 
end of August , say officials. “I would say by the end 
of August, the asphalt should be in place and the 
building will be ready for occupancy in terms of get¬ 
ting leases signed," stated Dale Shippelt, a director 
and one of four shareholders in the project. 

He explained the shop bays will not be fully com¬ 
pleted until leaseholders have signed on, as the build¬ 


ing was designed with versatility in mind. 

“So what we do is we leave it as a gravel floor so 
that when we sign up a tenant - depending on where 
they want the bathrooms or what kind of usage it is 
- it gives as the ability to be versatile on the inside as 
to what their requirement is." 

By completion, the workers will have insulated and 
drywailed the roof and back wall, and left everything 
else open, so that wiring and other things can be 
custom-installed for leaseholders, he added. 

The building has 10 sections, and tenants will have 
the ability to lease multiple bays to suit their needs, 
he noted. 


“If they need 2,400 square feet, we would just give 
them two bays. So it gives us versatility in terms of 
space so if they want, they can move the wall over, 
depending on if they want less or more," he said. 

The big points that Shippelt hopes will help sell 
the building include a good curb appeal, street-front 
location, as well as being located on main street in a 
high-traffic area. 

Though there are no concrete agreements in place 
yet, he said that Cayenne officials are currently in 
discussions with potential tenants, and he is hoping 
to finalize some deals as the scheduled completion 
date nears.

Tim Chalack, Riley’s father says “Here’s the lack¬ 
er - if the vet had said 
no (to Banamine), they 
wouldn’t have given 
him anything. It’s not 
like they were trying to 
cheat.” 

He finds it odd that a 
blood sample was even 
taken, and though it is 
general practice for 
competition horses to be 
tested, he has never seen 
or heard of a test being 
done on a steer. 

“There has never, 
never been a steer blood 
sample before, as far as 
we know,” says Chalack. 

“The Stampede reserves 
the right to take the 
blood, but it’s never been 
done before.” 

Anderson said he sus¬ 
pects a grudge between 


the president of the steer committee and the man 
who sold Riley Chalack the steer.

“The vet should have known the rules and regula¬ 
tions and should have stopped it before then. The 
vets that are doing the work for the Stampede should 
know the ethics and the conducts," he said. “The vets 
OK’d it, so there should be no problem on that side." 

Though he is now the holder of the title, he adds, 
“It’s not a great win." 

The test results came back positive for unspecified 
drugs, and neither Riley Chalack nor Anderson were 
told what was found on the test. 

They were given a waiver to sign admitting that 
they were being disqualified for drug use, and nei¬ 
ther would sign unless an independent re-test was 
performed on the sample, said Anderson. 

“And when I asked for the proof or the blood 
samples they refused to give it to me,” he said. 

“I don’t know how to approach it now. They’ve 
already destroyed the evidence, what else are they 
going to do? I don’t know, I guess we’ll have to dis¬ 
cuss what the next steps would be." 

A re-test is now impossible because the sample 
was destroyed, and Anderson says the only group 
who could have ordered that is the Stampede offi-

Amanda 
Lindhout’s 
indomitable spirit

It was more than three years ago when the scribbler 
interviewed Amanda Lindhout Having family roots 
in the city of Red Deer and region, she came to make 
her first public appearance and presentation in the city 
following her release several months earlier from the 
hands of Somali teen kidnappers. 

Lindhout, who was a young freelance journalist at 
the time of her abduction, had little to say about her 
horrendous ordeal in Somalia Instead she focused her 
talk to Red Deerians on her hopes for the future, a pas¬ 
sion that for her was never lost, not even in her times of 
unimaginable darkness. 

She still wanted to make a difference, to help 
Somalians. Lindhout told her audience about her 
plans to launch the Global 
Enrichment Foundation, an 
organization to create more 
opportunities in Somalia by 
offering university scholar¬ 
ships to women. 

She gave her presentation 
with skill, passion, strength 
and integrity. It was impres¬ 
sive. 

Afterwards, she agreed 
to a one-on-one interview. 
Of course we all wanted 
to know more. The media, 
always searching for the best 
story angle, wanted the juici¬ 
est details about her abduction. Lindhout politely told 
the eager reporters who eagerly gathered around that 
she was not quite ready to talk about many things that 
happened during her many months of captivity. 

The Toronto Star’s Michelle Shephard wrote a col¬ 
umn headlined, ‘Amanda Lindhout: Gutsy reporter or 
naive thrill-seeker?' Her piece offered this catty line: 
“Online blogs note her dozens of Facebook photos 
striking glamorous poses amid conflict” 

Unfortunately for Lindhout there was much more of 
that unfairness, including from journalists in Central 
Alberta who sniffed at her integrity. 

Thankfully, however, she was able to focus on what 
was really important. Her foundation has been a suc¬ 
cess: earning international respect and support while 
helping dozens of women in Somalia achieve their 
higher education dreams. 

Her determined mission to make lives better for oth¬ 
ers has in turn helped heal her once broken soul. The 
power of forgiveness has also proved to be a guiding 
light for her healing. 

“You can very easily go into anger and bitterness 
and revenge thoughts and resentment and ‘Why me?” 
Lindhout told the CBC’s The National. “Because I had 
something very, very large and very painful to forgive, 
and by choosing to do that, I was able to put into place 
my vision, which was making Somalia a better place. 
I’ve never questioned whether or not it was the rigid 
thing to do.” 

And now she has written a book, A House in the Sky, 
coauthored by Sara C Corbett, a contributing writer with 
the New York Times Magazine. 

The book, which will be released next month, will 
address many of those "juicy” details of her captivity 
she once dec lined to talk about. 

More than anything though, it will be a profound 
document on how the human spirit can rise above and 
beyond any time of trial and darkn«*ss, an indomitable 
shining spirit at that - a lesson from a once aspiring, 
and yes, inexperienced journalist who has beaten all 
the naysayers with the best story of them all.
